WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


team of university scientists say 
they have found differences In 
the way brand-name and gener- 
ic drugs behave In the body. 


"Our findings raise serious 


dotihis about the equality of dif- 
ferent products of the same 
drug in the treatment of dis- 
ease," said Dr. Christopher M. 
Martin, head of the five-man re- 
search team at Georgetown Uni- 
versity. 


But Dr. Herbert L. Ley Jr., 


commissioner of the Food and 
Drug Administration, which au- 
thorized the university to do the 
research, Issued a statement on 
the findings cautioning that: 


"The Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration has In no sense conclud- 
ed that 'generic' drugs are less 
effective 
as 
a class than 


•brand-name' products." 


Dr. Ley said, "In my opinion, 


there are fewer than two dozen 
drugs where therapeutic differ- 
ences among competing prod- 
ucts may be a problem." 


A brand-name drug generally 


is defined as one put out by the 
company that originated it. A 
generic is another company's 
version of the samo chemical 
compound. 


Generics can be made when 


the originator's 17-year patent 
runs out or when the originator 
"licenses out" the drug to other 
companies. 


Generic drugs often sell for 


less than the brand version— 
sometimes for a fraction as 
much. It has been contended in 
some quarters that there was no 
significant difference in the per- 
formances 
of 
generic 
and 


brand-name drugs. 


Dr. Martin said in a paper 


that his team found that some 
generic drugs were absorbed in 
the blood streams of well volun- 
teers more slowly than brand- 
name versions. And he said at 
least one generic product was 
absorbed much faster than the 
brand-name drug.

Arthur took a trip out West to 


Next 
time he filed an income tax return, 
he deducted the cost of the trip as 
a "charitable contribution." Chal- 
lenged by the government, he of- 
fered this explanation in court: 


"I made that visit out of the 


goodness of my heart, to cheer up 
a sick old lady. I call that charity." 


But whatever Arthur called it, 


the court held it was not charity— 
at least, not in the sense meant by 
the income tax laws. 


Deduction of charitable contri- 


butions (up to a certain limit) has 
been allowed almost since the in- 
come tax began.

Therefore, to qualify as charita- 


ble, your contribution must be of 
some public benefit — not just a 
favor to a particular individual. 
Usually this means giving to one of 
the organizations on an approved 
list, issued periodically by the gov- 
ernment. 


Typical of approved organiza- 


tions are the Salvation Army, Com- 
munity Chest, or Red Cross. But 
there are plenty of other worthy 
causes that will qualify. 


Thus, a donation to an associa- 


tion, for the benefit of American 
Indians was held deductible. So 
was a donation to an exchange set 
up for selling needlework done by 
deserving women. 


However, your contribution won't 


be deductible if the organization 
merely 
"sounds" charitable 
but 


isn't really, 


In one case a taxpayer tried to 


deduct his gift to a certain church. 
But it turned out that this particular 
Church was occupied less with sav- 
ing souls than with running busi- 
nesses. The court thereupon denied 
the deduction, 


A gift may also be held non- 


deductible if the organization is 
substantially involved in trying to 
influence legislation. For by allow- 
ing such a deduction, the govern- 
ment—in effect— could be subsidiz- 
ing one side or the other of a 
political issue. 


What about a gift to the federal 


government itself? If given for a 
public purpose, the gift would in- 
deed be deductible. Obviously, if 
you donate money to the federal 
treasury, you are easing Uncle 
Sam's burdens.

convention of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Johnson said all 
moves by the United States to 
end the fighting have gone un- 
answered by the North Viet- 
namese.

answering critics within his own 
party, particularly Sens.

Pointedly referring to the fact 


that his term doesn't expire un- 
til next January, Johnson said, 
"This administration does not 
Intend to move further until it 
has good reason to believe that 
the other side intends seriously 
to join with us In de-escalating 
the war and moving seriously 
towards peace." 


While he Is in office, Johnson 


emphasized again and again, he 
will call the shots and will not
